JOHN C. KELSON. 


Captain John C. Nelson was born m 
Adanw county, Ohio, February 23, 1841. 
His life was without important or note- 
worthy events until he came to the age 
of twenty, when, the war breaking out, 
he enlisted October 22, 1861, in the 
Seventieth Ohio Volunteers. 
He was 
gradually promoted from the ranks un- 
til he reached the office of captain, 
which rank he held until he was mus 
tered out August 22, 1865. 
He moved 
to Logansport in July, 1866, and en- 
tered ^into the boot and shoe trade, 
which he followed for a year. 
He be- 
gan the study of law in the office of 
McConnell & Winfield, and afterward 
graduated from the Albany law school 


ters. 
He was a trustee of Purdue Uni- 
yersity for several years, and part of that 
time wat president of the board. 
He 
has been a member of the l^;ialature 
several terms. In 1866 he was a candi- 
date for the office of attorney general, 
and in 1868 and 1872 he was on the dem- 
ocratic ticket as a candidate for elector 
for the state at large, each time miJung 
a canvass of the state. In 1878 he was 
the unanimous choice of the democracy 
of the district for congress, but he de- 
clined the honor on account of private 
business. He was married to Susan 
Randolph in 1864, and has two childroiT, 
a son and a daughter. 
He has made for 
himself an enviable reputation as an ad- 
vocate, being clear, concise and fluent. 
He is possessed of great energy and 
never permits himself to become dis- 
couraged or overcome. His practice has 
been large and varied. He weighs mat- 
ters deliberately before taking action, 
but when a conclusion is formed for 
practical purposes, he moves with little 
respect to adverse circumstances. 
He 
has been a democrat and an active par- 
tisan, but has generally avoided political 
office, although he has been supported 
by the party for public position a num- 
ber of times. 


BOBEBT W. IflSBS. 


Robert W. Miers was bom in Deca- 
tur county, this state, January 27, 1848. 
He was raised on the farm, and received 
a good common school education. 
At 
the age of twenty-one years he went to 
the academy at Hartsville to complete 
his studies and prepare himself for a 
course in college. 
In 1868 he entered 
the state university at Bloomington, and 
graduated in 1870. He graduated in the 
law department of the college the follow- 
ing year. 
In 1873 he was elected prose- 
cuting attorney for the district, which 
was composed of Monroe, Lawrence and 
Orange counties, and was regarded as 
one of the reliably republican districts. 
He was re-elected in 1875, and in 1877 
was elected representative of Monroe 
county, being the only democrat elected 
from that county since the war. He has 
twice been chosen trustee for the state 
university, and is now on his second 
term. 
Upon the death of Judge Wilson, 
of the tenth judicial district, he was ap- 
pointed to till the unexpired term. 
He 
is married and has two children.

three years of age and has always laeA 
a democrat, casting his first vote for Til- 
den and Hendricks. 
His family came 
from Germany and located in Michigan 
City in 1864, and in 1870 Ereuger started 
out to make a living.

work on farms for some time, but after- 
wards returned to Michigan City and 
studied iawr He was elected city clerk 
in 1879, again in 1881, and again in 1883; 
representative of Laporte county in 1884 
and a member of the common council of 
Michigan City in 1885, this unanimously 
and in a republican ward. 
He acted as 
deputy county 
treasurer 
continually 
since 1878 under three differeut county 
treasurers, and as such has annually col- 
lected and accounted for some $20,000 
to $30,000 in taxes to the entire satisfac- 
tion of his principal and the people. 
For a brief period he published the 
J'reie JPresse, a German paper, but be- 
ing unable to give his personal attention 
to the paper he merged it with the La- 
porte Journal.

but has at 
all times declined, as he has a similar in- 
vitation to serve as state senator. 
He is 
married and has five children. 
He was 
wounded twice during the war, the first 
time being through the back on the 28th 
day of July, 1864, while in front of At- 
lanta, on account of which wound he 
now draws a pension 
He served on

musters during the last year of the war,

He has al-

JOHN B. CPFFKOTH. 


John B. Coffiroth, one of the ablest 
lawyers of the state, was born at Green- 
castle, Pa., August 11,1828. 
His father 
aLtl ¿randfuther, who were of German 
dt < ce'.,t, v^ere natives of Maryland, and 
hi« mother, who wafe of English parent- 
age, was a native of Virginia. 
Mr. 
Coffroth received a good education and 
began the study of law with Hon. James 
X. McLanahan, at Chambersburg, Fa. 
He was admitted to the bar in Novem- 
bt r, 1848, and in May, 1849, he moved 
to Huntington, this state, where he 
commenced the practice of law. In Feb- 
m^ry, 1860, he moved to Lafayette 
where he has since resided and engaged 
in ihe practice of his profession. 
He 
wuH admitted to practice in the supreme 
oouit iu 1851, and in the United States 
supreme court in 1866. He has always 


signed to the ironclad Cbillicothe on the 
Mississippi river. 
He was rapidly pro- 
moted here, and in a short time he be- 
came the third ofScer of the vesseL 
He 
resigned in 1863 because of disability 
and after the war he entered into a 
wholesale grocery partnership at Fort 
Wayne. 
In 1874 he went to the council 
in Fort Wayne, and in 1876 and 1878 he 
was elected sheriff of Allen county,^he 
last time being elected by 4,884 majority. 
In 1880 he was a member of the state 
central committee. 
He is a courteous, 
large-hearted, generous man, as com- 
panionable as one could wish, and a 
strong man on any ticket. 
He has 
many personal 
characteristics which 
make friends for him in politics where 
other men fail, and he is in every way 
deserving of the nomination by the con- 
vention. 


THOMAS B. BYBNE. 


Hon. Thomas B. Byrne, the nominee 
for state treasurer, was bom in Newark, 
N. J., August 24, 1844. His father died 
when he was but five years of age, and 
his mother moving i. ck to her home in 
New York City, he v.« m withher and re- 
mained there until Le Wi.B liineteen years 
of age.

He was a candidate for 
the nomination for staté treasurer before 
the convention lour years ago. and his 
prominence in politics and his success as 
an organizer, a leader and a warrier for 
the principles of his party have drawn 
around him a host of friends who are to 
be counted all over tbe state.

Speaking of Major Munson's nomina 
tion the Indianapolis j^ews says: 


For auditor of state the following nom- 
inations were made: Charles A. Mun 
son, of Allen; Dr. A. B. Pitzer, of Tip- 
ton; Gerard Beiter, of Knox. 


Pitzer, 275; Beiter, 337J; Munson, 
618}, and as Munsou had 2| more votes 
than a majoiivV he was declared to be 
the nominee. 


This was the nomination over which 
there has been the most strife. 
The 
three candidates were well fortified in 
their respective localities, but as devel- 
opments showed each made inroads upon 
thè district of his opponent. The field had 
been thoroughly worked. The slate thus 
far fixed up weeks ago, and which, dur- 
ing that time, has had the lead without 
reasonable doubt until within a few days, 
had so far been entirely able to control 
the convention. 
A determined fight 
was here made to break the tide of vie 
tory. 
Munson was evidently the favor- 
ite as against either of his competitors, 
and appeared to be strong enough on 
the first ballot to down the field. There 
was a threat of combination against 
Munson, and following the first ballot 
there was much earnest spiking. 
Be- 
fore the result of the first ballot was 
made known Tippecanoe county changed 
her vote and threw it solid for Munson. 
Clinton county abandoubd Beiter and 
went solid to Munson. 
Other changes 
were offered, but the chairman announced 
th«t there was already a nomination 
without the changes named. 


The nomination was received with a 
wild hurrah. 
The nominee, in his im- 
petuous style mounted a chair, and, 
coatless, and suffused with smiles and 
blushes, retumed thanks for the com- 
pliment, and promised to work, live and 
die with the democratic party. 


The Indianapolis Sentinel gave Major 
Munson's speech as follows: 
Mr. President and Fellow Democrats: 


With heartfelt gratitude I thank you 
for the high honor you have conferred 
upon me to-day. I accept the nomina- 
tion as a tribute to the gallant democ- 
racy of Allen county and northem In- 
diana.

T H E R E was an incident just 
prior to 
the recent graduation exercises at Dart- 
mouth 
College 
which 
prettily 
ilius- 
trated the proverbial gallantry of the 
students of that institution. 
Prof. Lord 
was delivering an exceedingly 
pleasant 
series of lectures on his last 
year's 
travels in Italy 
before an attentive 
audience of students. 
Behind the pro- 
fessor sat liis pretty niece, who had* ac- 
companied him on his journey 
through 
Italy. 
The professor was advancing 
his view, quite a revolutionary 
one, by 
the way, that the amount of beauty i)f 
all sorts that is to be seen in Italy has 
been greatly exaggerated. 
" I t is far 
from being a land where all is beauti- 
ful," said he. 
"Indeed, I will tell you 
what may suriDrise you—I did not see a 
single pretty 
woman 
during all my 
travels in Italy." 
This remark was 
followed by a chorus of slight 
coughs 
that arose from dififerent parts of t h e 
room. 
The professor was about to 
proceed, when the chorus and coughs 
grew louder and stronger. 
H e began 
to think that sonietliing was wrong, 
and then recalled 
what he had said, 
glancing around at liis niece at the same 
moment. 
"During all my sojourn in 
Italy," he re])oated, " I saw not a single 
beautiful woman who was a native of 
the country." 
This remark was fol- 
lowed by applause, and the professor 
went on with his lecture. 


THE 
Marquis of Salisbury, 
upon 
whom the Gladstone mantle has fallen, 
is not as old as his predecessor, being 
but 56 years of age, yet he is a man of 
ability, and well-versed in English 
affairs. I t is not the initiation for him 
in the position of Premier, as he, it will 
be remembered, 
temporarily relieved 
the "Grand Old Man" a year ago. Com- 
l)ared with his predecessor, he lacks 
nothing but age to equal him. 
He is, 
indeed, a brilliant English statesman, 
and though a tory, will no doubt make 
a creditalde officer. 
During the past, 
Salisbury has been 
connected 
with 
journalism, from which he won a credit- 
able 
reputation. 
This 
alone 
would 
recommend him for almost any position 
his Government could call him to fill. 
Salisbury's first appearance in active 
politics was in 185.'{, when he Avas elected 
a member of Parliament from Stam- 
ford. H e remained in that seat until 
he entered the House of Lords, in 18(58, 
where he soon became 
noted as the 
champion of high-tory princii)les. When 
Disra(^li set up his ncAv school of tory- 
ism, Lord Salisliury denounced him as 
an adventurer. 
Salisbury was Secre- 
tary of State lor India, but bocoming 
ilisgnstcd with Disraeli's reform 
bill, 
he resigned the oltice, stigmatizing tlie 
biU as political treason. 
He, however, 
recovered his comi)osnre and accej">ted 
the (iflice again in 1874. From 
that 
time lieuce Salisbury became a poli- 
tician, and so aggressive, and uncom- 
l)roniising was his character, tliat it was 
difficult for Disraeli to hold him long in 
boitnds. H e has held otluir imi)ortant 
positions in the English 
Govei'nment. 
In 1870 he was Ambassador to Cons.tanti- 
nople, and in 1878 was Secnitary of 
State for foreign affairs. In 1884 Salis- 
bury 
as called upon by the Queen to 
form a new cabinet, and did some 
worthy acts as rrinic Minister, notably 
on the Eastern question. 
English af- 
fairs are not lively to suffer in his hands 
now.

THE PRESIDENTS COUNTRY HOME. 


How His Cottage Fs&s Been 
Enlarged 
and Beautified. 


On the estate of twenty-seven acres pur- 
chased by President Cleveland on Georgetown 
Heights was a double two-story stone cottage 
having Zkl^ large rooms. Shortly after the 
purchase President Cleveland intrusted to 
Messrs. William M. Poindexter & Co., of 
Washington, the duty of preparing plans for 
completely remodeling and extending the cot- 
t ^ e . 


THE PRESIDENT'S HOUSE WHEN PURCHASEn. 


We present here a view of the house at the 
time of its purchase by the president. In an- 
other is shown the remodeled structiu« whidi 
retains scarcely a vestige of the original 
dwelluig. The two-story stone house seems tc 
have entirely (hsapixjared, and on the site 
stands as In^iutiful a suburban villa as can bf» 
found anywlicro. There are few localities ui 
this yjart of the (^•ountry wliero tlio stretch cf 
landscape is as diversified as it is at this e]#- 
vation looking .southward from tlic president's 
privatti residt^nce. 
Other executives ha"ve 
been omici-s of real estate at the capital, but 
President (^loveland is "the fii-st to build a 
countiy home for himself in the neJohborhood 
of the White House. 


THE REMODELED HOUSE. 


The improvement in the house has IxM^n se- 
cured through the addition of a roomy attic 
story and two-story piazzas on two sides of 
the building, facing south and west. A new 
addition has been made to the extension, also 
to bo constructed of stone, which will contain 
the kitchcn, with seiwants' rooms overhead. 
The interior of the building has been an-anged 
to suit the wants and tastes of Mi-s. Cleve- 
land, whose interest in her sul)urt)an home is 
not Ipsi than that of the president. 
Nearly 
every afternoon since the workmen began op- 
erations JMI-S. Cleveland has found it a pleas- 
UH' to watch the progress of theii" labors, 
while the ¡^resident also finds a now diversion 
from the cares of state in seeing the homely 
cottage transformed into a beautiful dwelling. 


Of coui-so aU the modern imi)rovements, 
conveniences and appUancos for household 
comfort will be put in. WTien completed 
there will be a dining room, I'eception room, 
two parloi-s, one of which the president in- 
tends to occupy as his study, on the lower 
floor, besides the pantries and large kitchen. 
On the second floor will be three chambers 
and dressing rooms, bath rooms, closets and 
servants' rooms. The attic storj- ^vill contain 
four commodious chambers. 
From the road- 
side the view will be very picturesque, with a 
good setting of trees and an extensive sloping 
lawn on all sides. The grounds have been 
very much iiniJiovetl during the president's 
possession of the property, and landscapegai- 
denei-s have been engaged to further adorn 
the grounds and lay out new approaches from 
the main road to the building. 


The president expects to take possession of 
the housti about the 1st of October, and ilur- 
ing Jlrs. Clevclumrs ^isit n<jrth next month 
arrangemonts will be .nade for furnishing her 
suburban home accoj-ding to her o^vn taste.

One Wbose Trail of Bascalltles Extends 
Across the Continent. 


Boss Raymond, one of the most successful 
swindlers of the age, is now in jail in New 
York for indulging in his favorite pastime of 
passing bogus cheeks. 
Through the courtesy 
of Inspector Byrnes we are enabled to give 
his portrait, as secured for the Rogues' Gal- 
lery, in the hope that in case he escapes con- 
viction this time newspaper mea and hotel 
keepers, whom he has a perfect nuiniafor 
swindling, will be chary of him. 


Raymond's aliases would make a city di- 
rectory in themselves. 
His American career 
began as a report- 
er on a San Fran- 
cisco paper in 1872. 
Being possessed of 
a 
good 
presence 
and an exception- 
ally fluent i)en, he 
earned money rap- 
idly, but here, as 
elsewhere, his suc- 
cess as a newspa- 
per writer simply 
enlarged his facili- 
ties for swindling. 
When his iniqui- 
»OSS RAYMOND. 
ties began to pile up so that there was 
danger of his being imprisoned, he turned 
his face eastward, leaving a trail of swindles 
across the continent and along the Atlantic 
seaboard and in Europe. 
His exploits will be 
recalled in Virfjiiiia City and on The Denvei^ 
Tribune, in Ogden, Omaha, Chicago and on 
The Times and Enquirer, of Cincinnati Here 
he got into an altercation with the circus 
owner Robinson's son, and a scar which he 
received then hius done him good service in 
his stoi'ies of his alleged war experiences. 


In 1877 he was on The Baltimore American 
and later in Philadelphia, and finally on The 
New York Herald^ wliere he wrote the de- 
tails of 
President 
Garfield's sickness and 
death. 
He was doing first class work, mak- 
ing S12.5 a week and swindling right and le''t. 
About this time he learned that a Miss Lizzie 
Lindennan, whom he had known in Cali- 
fornia hud fallen heir to $100,(;;J(). He made 
violent ¡ovo to her on paper, induced her to 
come east, married her and .squandered her for- 
tuno. 
then paid attention to a doctor's 
wife. The doctor, getting one of Raymond's 
pictures fi'oni her room, used it for pistol 
practice for several weeks so as to famüiarize 
himself with Raymond's features. 
After- 
ward he is said to have used the pistol on 
himself. 


His career fi-om this time on could scarcely 
l>e ci-edited. 
He mada a tour of the southern 
•states markeil by a constant succession of 
swindles and escai)es. After touching at Bos- 
ton he starUnl a news bureau in London. 
He 
was next wai' eorre,spondent in Egypt. Then 
ho turned up in Australia and escaped trou- 
ble there by fle<iing to the Sandwich Islands. 
Ho was next heard of in the East Indies. 
In 
Calcutta he ran a house m t h forty-eight ser- 
vants and tlie richest of equipages. 
In 18.% 
ho loomed up again in Paris in a red fez and 
Turkish costume as Raymond Bey, a repre- 
sfMitative of the khodive of Egyi)t. 
In a few 
days he disai)iH'ared, leaving fabulous hotel 
and otbei- l)ills unpaid. 
He then made a raid 
on our foreign consuls and few of them es- 
cape<l. 


Raymond 
has 
undoubted 
genius as a 
swindler. It was the e.xperience of those who 
kneu- him that he could go into a place a per- 
fect str;ni;;ei- and in a few horn's so work 
upon the credulity r>f jieople he met that they 
would be more than willing to trust him with 
anything. 
As he usually wanted to be 
trusted, this mesmerizing faculty stood him 
in excellent service. It is estimated that only 
a small poi-tion of his exploits are known. 
It 
Ls to be hoped he will now be effectually 
caged. 


Tb« Senate Confirms John Goode's Sae- 
ceasor Without Debate. 


When the senate refused to confirm Mr. 
Goode, of Virginia, after he had held the im- 
portant position of solicitor general for a 
year, it was supposed there would be some 
diffl<^ty in securing an incumbent for the 
position that would meet with their approval, 
but on receiving the nomination of George 
A. Jenks, of Pennsylvania, the senate paid 
him the high compliment of confhming his 
nomination immediately.

This he is reported to have re- 
fined, on the grotmd that he had appealed to 
the United States government for redress, 
which seems to be slow about coming, and in 
the meantime the whole border becomes in- 
flamed. 
Jt is safe to say that this affair 
will be diplomatically healed between the 
governments, but that the hostility which it 
has engendered will cool without some blood 
q)illing is not so certain.

Erolutionist, Philosopher and Author of 
the "Principles of Sociology." 


CASUS BELLI CUTTING. 


The American Editor Whose Detention 
Has Kaised Such a Hubbub. 


The arrest and detention of Editor Cutting 
by the Mexican authorities has attracted the 
attention of the whole continent, and illus- 
trates the bitter feeling that exists between 
neighbors on the banks of the Rio Grande. 
This animosity comes from the long series of 
depredations which the lawless bands on both 
sides of the river have practiced on one an- 
other for years. 


The facts in 
the present 
rupture 
are 
about as follows: Mr. Cutting, while 
an 
American 
citizen, 
lives in the Mexi- 
can town El Paso 
del Norte, and edits 
a n d 
publishes 
a 
newspaper called El 
Centinela. 
In this 
journal, which 
is 
printed in the Span- 
ish language, he at- 
t a c k e d 
a 
rival 
named Medina,who 
had issued a pros- 
pectus for the pub- 
lication of another 
newspaper. 
He denounced the 
new en- 
terprise as a scheme 
for 
swindling ad- 
vertisers. 
Medina 
promptly 
had 
re- 
course to a Mexican court, and 
forced his 
assailant to sign a retraction. 
Mr. Cutting 
immediately cfossed the Rio Grande, and 
published in an American newspaper known 
as The El Paso Herald a card reiterating his 
assertion that Medina was a swindler. 
On 
Mr. Cutting's return to Mexican soil he was 
arrested a second time on Mexican soil and 
kept in jail a month, when he was offered by 
the supreme court of Chihuahua his freedom

HERBERT SPEXCER. 


One of the great minds of England Ls pass- 
ing away from among men. 
Herbert Spencer 
has been troubled for years with persistent 
insonmia and nervousness. 
When he visited 
America in 1882 he carried a hop pillow with 
him everywhere to produce sleep. 
But the 
obstinate trouble seems to be getting the bet- 
ter of him at last. 
Herbert Spencer is not a 
very old man, as we count age now. 
He was 
bom in Derby, England^ in 1820. He is not 
I as old as Gladstone by eleven years, nor has 
' his life been passed amid anything hke the 
; wear and tear through which the great pre- 
mier has lightly carried his 76 yeai-s. 


Mr. Spencer was educated by his father, 
who was a teacher in Derbj^. 
He early 
showed great fondness for mathematics and 
natural history. 
I 
He was intended for a civil engineer, and 
' engaged in that profession at first. But so 
nxany other young men crowded into it that 
the field was overstocked. 
Yoimg Spencer 
abandoned it to try literature. 
If he had had 
I his beginning in our time he would have 
found the journalistic 
and 
literary field 
crowded to such a degree that the civil engi- 
neer's profession would be emptiness in com- 
parison. 


Next to Charles Darwin, Herbert Spencer 
has had influence on the scientific thought of 
his time. 
The two minds were similar, ex- 
cept that Darwin's ran rather to the field of 
active experiment and research among ani- 
mals and things, Spencer's more to develop- 
ing philosophical thought in the study and 
library. 
Spencer was as ardent an evolution- 
ist as Darwin, but he was more interested in 
evolution as applied 
to government and 
society. 
When only 22 years old he published 
a series of papers on the proper sphere of gov- 
ernment. 
He took the humane and enlight- 
ened ground that too much government was 
worse than none at aU. 


His first important work was published in 
18.50, when he was 30 years old. It was "Social 
Statics; or the Conditions Essential to Human 
Happiness Speciited, and the First of Them 
Developed." It is a striking fact in the career 
of this great thinker that that first book of 
his has never been excelled, if, indeed, it has 
been equaled, by anything he wrote later. 


Little is known of his private life; at least 
it seems as if the.'-e was little to know. 
He is 
a quiet, elderly bachelor, and has dwelt in a 
London lodging house time out of mind. 


Gen. Roger«, of BnlTalo, U k e l y to Suc- 
ceed S. P. Rounds. 


The position of public printer is considered 
a very important one io the government, as 
he controls about 2,500 employes and expends 
over $2,000,000 a year in the work of printing 
and binding the various government publica- 
tions. 
Mr. S. P. Rounds having resigned, his 
successor is said to be Gen. Rogers, of Buffalo. 


GEN. WILLIAM FIXDLAT ROGERS. 


William Findluy Rogers was born in Forks 
fcow^lship, Ea-ston, Pa., Jan. 1, 1820. 
His 
grandfather, Joseph Rogers, came to Amer- 
ica from Ireland in 17.S(). His father, Thomas 
J. Rogei-s, wa.s by trade a printer. 
He wa-s 
an otlicer in the waj- of 1^12. 
Gen. William 
P. Rogei-s iiubibe<l his military spirit from 
both his father's and his mother's relatives. 


His first work wa.s done on The Easton 
Whig as printer's apprentice. 
In 1834 ho 
went to Phiiu'lelphia and obtained work on 
The Philadelphia Inquirer. 
In 18^0 he came 
to Buffalo and began "sticking type" on The 
Courier. 
This he left for work on The Re- 
public, a paper then entir&ly inde])endent of 
The Courier, but which was afterwards con- 
I solidated with its larger rival, and which has 
now susp(>n(led. 
G^?n. Rogei^s established the 
first Sunday newspaj^er 
iu 
Buffalo—Tlie 
. Weekly Republican. 
This pa^K-r, however, 
soon ceiiiKHl publication. 
He then went back 
on The Couriei-, wher^ he remained until the 
outbreak of the rebellion. 


Shortly after his return from the war he 
was a])pointed city amlitor. 
At the next 
election ho wa.s made city conipt roller, and 
afterwarrls was elected mayor. 
In IS82 he 
was chosen to represent the district iu con- 
gress, whith(.'r his father had l)een electeii afc 
the beginning of the centurv. 
He was ap- 
pointed maior general of the Fourth di vision 
N. G., S. N". Y., in January, 1879.

HON. CHARLES A. MUNSON. 


A Review of the Life of a Gen- 
tleman Who I>e8erves Ev- 
ery Honor. 


The democratic state convention has 
met and adjourned. A ticket ^has been 
placed in the field that is a strong one 
individually and collectively. 
One of 
the very best nominations was that of 
Charles A. Munson, for auditor of state. 
We believe there is not a human being 
in our county who does not know Char- 
ley, but for those who do not we subjoin 
the following: Mr. Munson was bom 
and raised in our city. 
When he was 
ten years of age his mother was left a 
widow, dependent upon her needle for 
the support of her little family. During 
the next few years Charley attended our 
public schools, but at the age of four- 
teen circumstances compelled him to 
seek employment. 
He was first em- 
ployed in the telegraph service, then 
clerked for numerous firms in our city, 
always advancing in service and salary 
until in 1862, at the age of nineteen, he 
enlisted in the United States nuvy and 
was ordered to the United States steam- 
er Clara Dolson, at Cairo, HI. 
A few 
days thereafter he was ordered to the 
iron clad Chilicothe, then protecting 
Louisville from the threatened attack of 
Bragg's advancing army. Shortly after- 
ward 
he 
was ordered 
down 
the 
river 
to 
participate 
in 
the 
siege 
of 
Vicksburg, 
then 
being 
bombarded by Admiral Porter. 
Char- 
ley's services were appreciated and in 
the recommendation of the commodore 
he was commissioned master's mate, be- 
ing third in command of his vessel. 
When Porter destined to send three 
steamers past the guns of Vicksburg, 
Charley was the first to tender his ser- 
vices, but there was duty for him aboard 
his own vessel. 
In the summer of 1863 
he suffered an attack of malarial fever 
contracted on the waters of the Yazoo 
river and bayous. 
On the recommenda- 
tion of Fleet Surgeon Pinkney he was 
granted a farlough. When he enlisted 
he weighed 168 pounds, but on being 
brought home he was so emaciated that 
he was almost a skeleton of 123 pounds. 
Dr. Wm. H, Brooks, of our city, for- 
warded a certificate to the navy depart- 
ment that he was unable for active ser- 
vice nnd recommending the acceptance 
of his resignation. 


At the close of the war he clerked for 
various firms and then entered the ser- 
vice of Huestia & Hamilton, one of the 
largest wholesale grocery houses in the 
state. As a commercial traveller, Char- 
ley 
was 
one 
of 
the most 
suc- 
cessful 
salesman 
in 
the 
state. 
He soon became one of the best and 
most popular "drummers" on the road. 
We venture to say there were few cus- 
tomers on the line of Charley's trip who 
had not a pleasant word and "order" for 
Charley. In ten years' service his sales 
and collections amounted to $2,500,000. 
In 1874 he was elected alderman from 
the Fourth ward of the city and was 
made chairman of the finance commit- 
tee. He was still a drummer with a 
salary of $3,000 and expenses a year 
until 1876, when he was nominated and 
elected slieriff of Allen county. In 1878 
he was renominated by acclamation, re- 
ceiving 4,384 majority. His record as 
sheriff was one of which he -may be 
proud. Our city contained a number of 
desperate characters that at times bid 
defiance to the law, but Charley deter- 
mined that "they should go." 
His 
services as an officer and detetive were 
second to none in the country. He per- 
sonally arrested seven men for murder, 
one (Crance) at the point of a loaded 
shot gun, on a dark night at Sheldon, 
that but an hour before had sent its 
victim to 
eternity. 
The docket of 
the 
criminal 
court 
bears 
witness 
to the number of criminals brought to 
justice. No officer administered his office 
better to the satisfaction of the bar, lit- 
igants or public. 
At the expiration of 
his second term, he immediately re-en- 
tered the service of Huestis & Hamilton 
and resumed his former occupation as a 
commercial traveler. During all these 
years he was the support of his widowed 
mother and her family. In 1883, he be- 
came a member of the firm of Lillie & 
Munson, a prosperous and energetic 
firm in our city. His services to his 
party are such, that to-day he stands in 
the very first rank of Indiana democrats. 
As a member of 
the state central 
committee, our county advisory commit- 
tee, or as an organizer, his services have 
been highly appreciated and recognized. 
He was one of the men who took charge 
of the campaign in 1884 in our county. 
As a member of the executive commit- 
tee, organizer and commander of the 
Jeffersonian club, assisted largely in 
giving to the ticket 4,000 majority in 
Allen county. At the close of the can\- 
paign the democracy of this county de- 
termined to have Charley as a candidate 
for a state office, and when his name 
was urged or auditor of state, there was 
not a man in this county, who did not 
feel assured he would be nominated and 
elected. The secret of Charley's succeds 
is untiring industry, indefatigable en- 
ergy and good judgement. In a conver- 
sation with him he said, he had never 
been out of work, asked a man for em- 
ployment orv had time to be idle.

four years as city attorney, and is now 
of the firm of Nelson A Myers, and has 
one of the best practices in Cass 'county. 
He has been requested to accept the 
nomination for congress, 
but has at 


all times declined, as ho has a similar in- 
vitation to serve as state senator. Ho is 
married and has five children. 
He was 


wounded twice during the war, the first

JOHN it. cpFFitoTn. 


John B. Coffroth, one of the ablest 


lawyers of the state, was born at Green- 
caatle.Pa., August 11,1828. His father 
ai.il traiidfullicr, who wero of German 
dficei.t, »<-re natives of Maryland, and 
bin mother, who wafc of English parent- 
age, was a native of Virginia. 
Mr. 


Oi.flroth received a good education and 
brgau the study of law with Hon. James 
X. MoLanahan, at Ohambersbnrg, Pa. 
He was admitted to the bar in Novem- 
ber, 1848, and in May, 1819, he moved 
to Hnntington, this state, where ho 
commenced the practice of law. In Feb- 
ruary, 1860, he moved to Lafayette 
where ho has since resided aud engaged 
in (ho practice of his profession. 
Ho 


w,i« admitted to practice in tho supremo 
oomti.i 1851, and in the United States 
supreme court in 1866. Ho has always 
^WBrWt. interest JW ^u("M'!'tl mat" 


tors. He was a trustee of Purdue Uni- 
versity for several years, and part of that 
timewaf president of the board. 
He 


has been a member of the legislature 
several terms. In 1866 he was a candi- 
date for the office of attorney general, 
and in 1868 and 1872 be was on tbe dem 
ocratio ticket as a candidate' for elector 
for the state at large, each time making 
a canvass of the state. In 1878 he was 
the unanimous choice of the democracy 
of the district for congress, but he de- 
clined the honor on account of privat 
business. He was married to Susan 
Randolph in 1864, and has two children; 
a sou and a daughter. He has made for 
himself an enviable reputation as an ad- 
vocate, being clear, concise and fluent.

Ross Raymond, ono of tho most successful 


swindlers of tlio ago, is now in jail in Now 
York for indulging in his favorite i«istlmo of 
passing bogus checks. Through tho courtesy 
of Inspector Byrnes we are enabled to give 
his portrait, as secured for tho Rogues'Gal- 
lery, in the liopo that in cast* ho escapes con- 
viction this timo newspaper men luid hotel 
keepei-s, whom ho has a perfect mania for 
swindling, will bo chary of him. 


Raymond's aliases would make a city di- 


I rectory in themselves. His American career 


began ns a report- 
er on a San Fran- 
Cisco paper in 1872. 
Being possessed of 
a good presence 
and aii exception- 
ally fluent pen, ho 
earned money rap- 
Idly, but hero, as 
elsewhere, his suc- 
cess as a newspa- 
per writer simply 
enlarged his facili- 
ties for swindling. 
When his iniqut- 
EOSS RAYMOND. 


ties began to pilo up so that there was 
danger of liis being imprisoned, ho turned 
his face eastward, leaving a trail of swindles 
across tho continent and along tho Atlantic 
?eaboard and in Europe. His exploits will be 
recalled in Virginia City and on Tho Denver^ 
Tribune, in Ogden, Omaha, Chicago and on 
The Times and Enquirer, of Cincinnati. Here 
ho got into an altercation with the circus 
owner Robinson's son, and a scar which he 
received theu has done him good service in 
his stories of his alleged war experiences. 


In 1877 ho was on Tbe Baltimore American 


and later in Philadelphia, nnd finally on Tho 
New York Herald,- where he wrote the de- 
tails of President Garlield's sickness mid 
death. He was doing first class work, mak- 
ing §125 a week and swindling right and left. 
About this timo ho learned that a Miss Lizzie 
Linden nan, whom ho had known in Cali- 
fornia hud fallen heir to 8100,000. He imida 
violent love \f> her on paper, induced her to 
coineeast, married her and squandered her for- 
tune, 
lit; then paid attention f« a doctor's 


\vifc. The doctor, getting ono ol Raymond's 
pictures from her room, used it for pistol 
practice for several weeks so as to faraUiurfze 
himself -with Raymond's features. 
After- 


ward lie is said to havo used tho pistol on 
himself. 


Jlis career from this timo on could scarcely 


bo credited. Ho made a tour of tho southern 
states marked by a constant succession of 
swindles and cscap&s. After touching at Bos- 
ton he started a nun's bureau in London. He 
was next war correspondent in Egypt. Then 
ho turned up in Australia and escaped trou- 
ble there by Hitting to tho Sandwich Islands. 
Ho was next heard of in tho East Indies. In. 
Calcutta he ran a house with foity-eight ser- 
vants and tho richest of equipages. In 1884 
ho loomed up again in Paris in a red fez and 
Turkish costume as Raymond Bey, a repre- 
sentative of the khcdivo of Egypt. In a few 
days ho disapiN-arud, leaving fabulous hotel 
and other bills unpaid. Ho then made a raid 
on our foreign consuls and few of them es- 
tsiped. 


Raymond has undoubted genius as a 


swindler. It was the experience of those who 
know him that ho could go into a place a per- 
fect stranger and in a fuw horn's so work 
ti|wm Mm credulity of people he met that they 
would lx) nioro than willing lo trust him with 
anything. 
As ho usually wanted to be 


trusted, this niosmormng faculty stood him 
in excellent serviix1. It is estimated that only 
a small portion (if Ids exploits are known. It

Has Kolacd Sueli a Hubbub. 


Tho arrest and detention of Editor Cutting 


by tho Mexican authorities bos attracted tho 
attention of the whole continent, and illus- 
trates tho bitter feeling that exists between 
neighbors on tho banks of tho Rio Grande. 
This animosity comes from tho long series of 
depredations which the lawless bands on both 
sides of the river have practiced on ono an- 
other for years.

about as follows: Mr. Cutting, while on

course to a Mexican court, and forced his 
assailant to sign a retraction. Mr. Cutting 
immediately crossed the Rio Grande, and 
published in an American newspaper known 
as The El Paso Herald a card reiterating his 
assertion that Medina was a swindler. On 
Mr. Cutting's return to Mexican soil bo was 
arrested a second time on Mexican soil and 
kept in jail a month, whon be was oflured by 
tbe supreme court of Chihuahua his freedom 


HEltliEHT SPKXCKR. 


One of tbe great mind* of England is pass- 


ing away from among men. Herbert Sjxmcur 
has been troubled for years with persistent 
insomnia and nervousness. "When lie visited 
America in 18S3 he carried a hop pillow with 
him everywhere to produce sleep. But tho 
obstinate trouble seems to be getting tho bet- 
ter of him at last. ITerlwrt Spencer is not a 
very old man, as wo count ago now. He was 
born in Derby, England^in 1820. Ho is nofc 
as old as Gladstone by eleven years, nor has 
his life been passed amid anything like the 
wear and tear through which the great pre- 
mier has lightly carried his 70 yeajn. 


Mr. Spencer was educated by bis father, 


who was a teacher in Derby. 
Ho early 


showed great fondness for mathematics and 
natural history; 


He was intended for a civil engineer, and 


engaged in that profession at first. But so 
many other young men crowded into it that 
tbe field was overstocked. Young Spencer 
abandoned it to try literature. 
1C he had had 


his beginning in our timo he would have 
found tho journalistic and literary field 
crowded to such a degree that tho civil engi- 
neer's profession would bo emptiness in com- 
parison. 


Next to Charles Darwin, Herbert Spencer 


has hod influence on the scientific thought of 
his time. Tbo two minds wore similar, ei- 
cept that Darwin's ran rather to tho field of 
active uxjKrimeut and research among ani- 
mals and things, Spencer's more to develop- 
ing philosophical thought in tho study and 
library. Spencer IVELS as ardent an evolution- 
ist as Darwin, but ho was more- interested in 
evolution as applied to government and 
Bociety. When only 22 years old ho published 
a series of, papers on tho proper sphere of gov- 
ernment. Ho took tho humane and enlight- 
ened ground that loo much government* was 
worse than nonn at all 
• His first important work was published in 
18.10, when ho was 30 years old. It was "Social 
Stati(s; or the Conditions Essential to Human 
Happiness Specified, and the First of Them 
Developed." Itfa a striking fact in tho career 
of this great thinker tbat that first book of 
his has never been enrolled, if, indeed, it has 
been equaled, by anything ho wrote later. 


Little is known of his private life; at least 


It seems as if there was little to know. Ho is 
a quiet, elderly bachelor, and has dwelt in a 
London lodging house timu out. of mind.

At tbo next 
election ho was made city comptroller, and 
afterwards was elected mayor. In 1SS2 ho 
was chosen to represent the district in con- 
gress, whitjmr his father bud been elected at 
tho beginning of the. cnnturv.

He soon became one of the beet and 
most popular "drummers" on the road.
